The Equal Nationality Bill, H. R. 3673, has passed the House, has 
twice been read in the Senate, has been referred to the Senate Committee on 
Immigration, and the favorable report of the Committee was read to the 
Senate last Saturday morning. 

The Philadelphia Branch of the National Woman’s Party with boundless 
enthusiasm, under the sway of Sara B. Cummings, its indefatigable leader, 
and of other brilliant speakers, celebrated the first anniversary of its re- 
organization. 

EquaL Rieuts would like nothing better than to be able to publish in full 
the text of the entire discussion on the Equal Rights Nationality Bill as it 
appears in the Congressional Record of April 25. We have tried to give as 
full an account as possible of what was said and done, and we hope that these 
stimulating speeches will be read, noted and inwardly digested as they 
deserve to be. What a tribute to the wisdom of our own leaders that what 
they have preached and worked for these many years comes back to them, 
like bread upon the waters, in a tide of eloquence founded on justice from our 
national assembly. 

Women of those States whose Representatives stood for fair play have 
much to be proud and thankful for. In this discussion our friends have come 
out into the open as never before. Nor shall we lose * of the fact that 
the vote was unanimous. 

Reverting to a speech made at the Philadelphia dinner, a comparison 
presents itself —between what has happened recently in Germany and our 
recent victory in the House of Representatives. A young German woman told 
the Philadelphia Branch that unmarried women in Germany have only two 
choices, to work on farms or to enter domestic service. In either case the work 
is hard—they are penalized for not having married—and they receive no pay, 
only a bare living. Consider this in connection with these statements made 
by our Members of Congress:

_ Nevertheless that hackneyed saying about eternal vigilance being the price 
of liberty is as true today as it ever was. The principle of Equal Rights 
appeared to be firmly imbedded in the Constitution of the German Republic. 
There were more women, comparatively speaking, in the German Reichstag 
than in any other parliament in the world. Now German women, even the 
most highly educated and cultured, are literally ground into the dust by a 
man to whom the term woman connotes only potential motherhood. This 
bachelor dictator of Germany presumes to say to women doctors, lawyers, 
judges and scientists that their only value to the world lies in their =" 
transmitters of Nordic protoplasm. 

There is no question that the years 1933 and 1934 have been 8 ones 
in the history of the progress of the women of the Americas. Before the 
Senate of the United States are two documents of supreme importance, not 
only to us, but also to our German sisters and to all women to the ultimate 
Thule. In this thing our country, which was founded upon the concept of 
human liberty —even if it has been only imperfectly realized so far as women 
are concerned must set the example. German women are fleeing to us for 
refuge. The passage of the Equal Nationality Bill and the ratification of

After a lapse of fourteen years from the 
date of passage of the Cable Act which 
was intended to wipe out discriminations 
between American men and women in re- 
gard to nationality, but which did not 
equalize the nationality law insofar as 
it applies to the transmission of nation- 


O N April 25, the House of Repre- 


ality by parents to children, the intent 


of the proponents of the Cable Act, so 
far as the House of Representatives is 
concerned, is fulfilled. That, however, is 
only part of the story. On the following 
day, April 26, the bill as passed by the 
House was read twice in the Senate, and 
was then referred to the Committee on Im- 
migration, which immediately took a poll 
of its members. The result was that every 
member of the Committee voted that it 
should be favorably reported to the Sen- 
ate and on Saturday this favorable vote 
was announced on the floor of the Senate. 
Democratic members of the Committee 
have announced that the vote in the Sen- 
ate will probably be taken this week. 


The text of the bill is as follows: 
AN ACT 


To amend the law relative to enn 
and naturalization, and for other 


purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That 
section 1993 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 1998. Any child hereafter born 
out of the limits and jurisdiction of the 
United States, whose father or mother or 
both at the time of the birth of such child 
is a citizen of the United mieten, is de- 


a 


clared to be a citizen of the United 
States; but the rights of citizenship shall 
not descend to any such child unless the 
citizen father or citizen mother, as the 
case may be, has resided in the United 
States previous to the birth of such child 
and unless the child, in cases where one 
of the parents is an alien, comes to the 
United States and resides therein for at 
least five years continuously immediately 
previous to his eighteenth birthday, and 
unless, within six months after the child’s 
twenty-first birthday, he or she shall take 
an oath of allegiance to the United States 
of America as prescribed by the Bureau 
of Naturalization.” 

Sec. 2. Section 5 of the Act entitled 
“An Act in reference to the expatriation 
of citizens and their protection abroad,” 
approved March 2, 1907, as amended, is 
amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 5. That a child born without the 
United States of alien parents shall be 
deemed a citizen of the United States by 
virtue of the naturalization of or resump- 
tion of American citizenship by the father 
or the mother: Provided, That such natu- 
ralization or resumption shall take place 
during the minority of such child: And 
provided further, That the citizenship of 
such minor child shall begin five years 
after the time such minor child begins 
to reside permanently in the United 
States.” 

Suc. 3. A citizen of the United States 
may upon marriage to a foreigner make 
a formal renunciation of his or her United 


States citizenship before a court having 
8 over naturalization of aliens, 


ut no eitizen may make such renuncia- 
tion in time of war, and if war shall be 
declared within one year after such re- 
nunciation then such renunciation shall 
be void. 

Src. 4. Section 2 of the Act entitled 
“An Act relative to the naturalization and 
citizenship of married women,” approved 
September 22, 1922, is amended to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 2. That an alien who marries a 


citizen of the United States, after the 
passage of this Act, as here amended, 
or an alien whose husband or wife is 
naturalized after the passage of this Act, 
as here amended, shall not become a citi- 
zen of the United States by reason of such 
marriage or naturalization; but, if eli- 
gible to citizenship, he or she may be 
naturalized upon full and complete com- 
pliance with all requirements of the natu- 
ralization laws, with the following ex- 
ceptions: 

„(a) No declaration of intention shall 
be required. 

“(b) In lieu of the five-year period of 
residence within the United States and 
the one-year period of residence within 
the State or Territory where the natural- 
ization court is held, he or she shall have 


resided continuously i in the United States, 


Hawaii, Alaska, or Porto Rico for at 
least three years immediately preceding 
the filing of the petition.” _ 

Sec. 5. The following Acts and parts 


of Acts, respectively, are repealed: The 


Act entitled “An Act providing for the 
naturalization of the wife and minor chil- 
dren of insane aliens, making homestead 
entries under the land laws of the United 
States,” approved February 24, 1911; sub- 
division “Sixth” of section 4 ‘of the Act 
entitled “An Act to establish a Bureau 
of Immigration and Naturalization, and 
to provide for a uniform rule for the 
naturalization of aliens throughout the 
United States,” approved June 29, 1906; 
and section 8 of the Act entitled “An Act 
relative to the naturalization and citizen- 
ship of married women,” approved Sep- 
tember 22, 1922, as said section was added 
by the Act approved July 3, 1930, entitled 
“An Act to amend an Act entitled ‘An 
Act relative to naturalization and citizen- 
ship of married women,’ approved Sep- 
tember 22, 1922.” 

The repeal herein made of Acts and 
parts of Acts shall not affect any right or 
privilege or terminate any citizenship 
acquired under such Acts and parts of 
Acts before such repeal.

tionality law, equal property rights, equal- 
ity of suffrage, and equality before the

this Government,” 
he reminded his hearers, “in giving to the 
women of America their rightful place in 
our governmental program. This has been 
an evolutionary change, and it seems to 
me to be almost an admission of intel- 
lectual weakness and sex intolerance to 
admit that this superiority complex of 
the male has existed since the dark ages, 
when a woman was considered as a chat- 
tel who should behave simply as a vassal 
toward her husband, the liege lord. It is 
a fact that in many civilized countries of 
today—and I am sorry, indeed, that it is 
true in many Christian countries and even 
in a number of our States—that women 
are still considered as property assets. 
It is an incontrovertible fact that every 
piece of liberalization of the traditional 
and accepted overlordship of the male has 
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peen bitterly fought by many of our most 
erudite statesmen. The crowning event 
in this fight was when President Wilson 
signed the Nineteenth Amendment, giving 
the right of franchise to 20,000,000 Amer- 
ican mothers. As a child I never could 
understand why my mother, whom I re- 
spected as the molder of my destiny, was 
not given the privilege of a vote because 
of an accepted implication that she was 


not sufficiently intelligent to pass upon 


legislation that affected her and her 


family, while many male citizens whom 


I knew and who were, in many instances, 
scarcely above a moronic level were per- 
mitted the right of franchise and privi- 
leged to assist in shaping the laws of the 
nation that would govern hundreds of 
thousands of women citizens who were 
far superior intellectually. ... I believe 
that all agreed that justice had been done 
to the women of America in giving them 
the right to vote, and I think likewise 
that all will agree that their entrance 
into and their interest in national politics 
has had a very salutary effect. .. . 


FHE accepted belief that woman 

should not be allowed to transmit 
nationality to her offspring is one of those 
non-understandable and unfathomable ac- 
cepted laws which it is the purpose of 
this bill to rectify. ... 

“There can be no valid reason or sound 
argument why an American mother 
should not be allowed the same privilege 
as her brother, an American father, both 
of whom had married foreigners, in de- 
claring her intention of accepting Ameri- 
can citizenship for her children under the 
restrictions and regulations as those ac- 
corded her brother. This legislation asks 
simply for equality between the sexes in 
transmiting nationality to their children. 
It is fair legislation—it is progressive 
legislation—let us take that step today.” 

Representative Edith Nourse Rogers 
of Massachusetts made a short but effec- 


tive speech that, was generously applauded. | 


“T feel very sure,” she said, “that the 
membership of this House will vote to 
do away with the present unjust discrimi- 
nation against our women and their chil- 
dren, One reason I feel so sure of this is 
because the men of the United States are 
fairer and kinder to the women of their 
country than are the men of any other 
nation in the world. The men will agree 
with me when I say the child is always 
closer to the mother than to the father. 
Every court in our land when ruling on 
a divorce case gives the custody of the 
child to the mother rather than to the 
father. | 

“May I give one more reason why I 
feel very sure the members of this House 
will vote for this bill. 

“If any member of this House had a 
daughter who married a foreigner — of 
course, he would prefer to have her marry 


a citizen of the United States—but if 
perchance she fell in love with a foreigner 
and married him, and she had a child, I 
know perfectly well the grandfather of 
that child would want his grandchild to 
become an American citizen and to have 
that right. This is not a perfect bill. 
The proposed cruel ruling against the 
American citizens of Chinese and Japa- 
nese descent should be corrected and will 
be by amendment this afternoon.” 

It is to be noted that one of the liveliest 
debates during the entire discussion of 
the Bill centered around this ruling which 
Mrs. Rogers criticized and which was 
eliminated before the bill was adopted. 


EPRESENTATIVE VIRGINIA JENCKES of 
Indiana was unavoidably absent 
from the House on the day the bill was 
voted on but had prepared an address 
which, at her request, was inserted into 
the Congressional Record. In part it 
reads: | 
“After fourteen years of arduous, un- 
remitting work, an agreement has been 
reached between all shades of opinion in 
Congress on the final amendment needed 
to establish complete equality between 
American men and women on nationality 
rights, But, again certain employees of 
the State Department Nationality Bureau 
have advanced the identical demand 
which they have made all these past four- 
teen years, and are insisting that Ameri- 


can women wait for justice until ‘they 


can evolve a new and perfect nationality 
law. It is frankly admitted by these 
subordinates that no report can be made 
in time for action at this session of Con- 
gress—which would mean continued un- 
just application of our present laws for 
more than a year at the very least. 

“Practically every organized group of 
women in the country stands behind this 
appeal for equal nationality. The only 
question at stake now is, Shall this act 
of fundamental justice be granted now, 
or must women wait for justice from 
their country until minor executives of 
the State Department have decided what 
new laws they want and have converted 
Congress to their way of thinking? Will 


the Congress surrender the fundamental 


liberties of all American women to the 


whims of employees of the State Depart- 
ment whose salaries are paid in great part 


by these same American women whose 
rights of citizenship these gentlemen op- 
| 

„J submit that women should not be 
called upon to endure any longer the 
stigma of unequal nationality or the in- 
justice of the present laws merely to save 
a little extra trouble for the Government 
employees who are paid to enforce the 

The question of equal nationality is not 
a party or political question in any sense. 
It is a question which every member of 


Congress must act upon as a statesman 
in whose keeping lie the basic rights, as 
well as the dignity, of all women citizens 
of our country. | 

“In that spirit, the spirit of fair play 
to American women, we should pass 
unanimously this final act of justice to 
equalize the nationality laws of our na- 
tion, It will be another forward step in 


the progress of civilization, and it is an 


obligation we owe to the present and fu- 
ture welfare of our country.” 
Representative Kent E. Keller of IIli- 
nois was among those who asserted that 
the establishment of equality in nation- 
ality was “a thing we should have done 


long ago, I am glad that we are doing it 


now. There is no reason or excuse,” he 
went on to say, “for having denied equal- 
ity to the women of this country under 
the law when we have granted it to them 
under the Constitution. I am one of those 


who believed, or hoped, rather, that the 


adoption of the constitutional amendment 
giving the right of suffrage to women 
would of itself automatically operate to 
bring the law in accord with the consti- 
tutional amendment. I was disappointed 
to find otherwise, and I am glad that we 
have discovered how it ought to be done. 


“It was my great pleasure as well as, 
I hope, some honor, to have been a mem- 
ber of the State Senate of Illinois when 
we passed the first law of any State east 
of the Mississippi River giving the women 
of Illinois the right to vote for President 
of the United States, and that was way 
back in 1918... I am glad to be here 
as a member of this body at the present 
time and repeat to you that my State, 
Illinois, was the first State east of the 
Mississippi River to recognize the justice 
of giving women equality with men, le- 
gally as well as otherwise... It is a 
just bill because it does give equal na- 
tionality to the American mother that the 
law has heretofore given to the American 
father. . I certainly am for it with all 
my heart.” 


EPRESENTATIVE JOHN Y. Brown of 
Kentucky proudly stated on the floor 

that he wanted his wife to have the same 
rights that he had, | 


“In my State,” he explained, “we have 
no close contact with those problems of 
immigration; but as a matter of simple 
justice it seems to be that what is today 
being written into the law ought always 
to have been the law, once the Congress 
took cognizance of this problem. 


“T see no reason why I, as a man, should 
be accorded a privilege by law which is 
withheld from my wife if she wishes the 
same privilege. We have been progress- 
ing for a great many years toward that 
realm where men and women stand alike 
at least before the bar of justice and in 
the eyes of the law.”
